t c r His Hiſtory of Sir William Wallace, with the other of 
; & the valiant King Robert Bruce, which ſolloweth upen 
9 | S theendefir (he former written in Latine by Maſter 
3 Foþn Blair, Ghaplain to Wallace, and turned into 
* Scots Meeter by one called Blind Hary, in the dayes 
of King Famcs the fourth : the other written by Maſter John 
Barber Alchdean of Aberdene. a learned man in the dayes of King 
David Bruce;and Robert $tcwart) eontain the Relation of the moſt 
amous war that ever ſell out inthe Iſle of Britazn , foughten moſt 
valiantly for the ſpace of fourty years, betwixc the two Realms of 
Scotland and England, the one injuſtly purluirg the other, con- 
ſtantly defending the Liberties of this Countrey. Doring which 
broiles, there happened great alterations, both in the general ate 
of this Kingdome, and in the overthrow and advancement of par- 
ticula Families, the one fer betraying the other, for maintaining 
their Countries freedom and welfare. | 
That the whole Hiſtory may be the more clear; we have 
thought good in a ſhort Pre ſace, to ſet down the caules , occaſions, 
and the moſt memorable paſſages of this war. In the year 1285, 
Alexander the third King of Scotland , being pitiſully taken away 
by a fall off his horſe at Ringhorn, without any iſſue of his body, 
and in him the whole poſterity of his father Alcxandcy the ſecond, 
and grane-father William the Lyon being extinct, the right of the 
Crown fel] to the heirs of David Earl of Huntingtown and Garioch, 
youngeſt brother to William the Lyon. He had left three daugh= 
ters, the eldeft Margaret, maried to Alan Lord of Gallowgy : the 
ſecond I ſſobel, to Robert Bruce ( ſurnamed the Noble) Lord of 
Annandale and Cleveland: the youngeſt Ada maried Henry Ha. 
ting, an Engliſh man; who having no juſt tittle to the Crown, the 
cntention reſted betwixt the poſterity of the two eld er daughtert: 
For Alan Lord of Galloway, leaving no ſons by his wiſe Margaretz 
his eldeſt daughter Dor nagilla of Galloway mar ied ohn Baliol, # 
* 9f great povier and Lapgs hoi in Scotland, , and 
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France, and bare to him ohn Baliol: afterwards King Robert Bru 
by his wife Tſſobcl of Huntingtown had Robert Bruce Earl of Carrik 
(by marriage of Mariha heretrix thereof) who contended will 
John Baliol, and dyed in the time of Wallace wars, his eldeſt ſon 
Robert Bruce ſucceeded King of Scotland. 

Dor nagilla oſ Galloway claimed the Crown as heir to Margaret 
eldeſt daughter to Prince David , Robert Bruce Earl of Carrik , al- 
beit ſon to Iſſobel the ſecond daughter, yet contended that in teudal 
ſuceoſſion, the ficſt male oughr to ſucceed before a woman ſtanding 
in the ſame degree, as a ſon excludeth his ſiſter from ſucceſſion al. 
though ſhe be elder : And therefore he and Dornagilla of Gallowy 
ſtanding in the ſecond degree from Prince David, he ought to be 
preferred before her: as for her ſun John Baliol, he could claim no 
right but by her, and likewile'was a degree further off from Prince 
David. The like practike had fallen forth ſeme ten years before in 
Hew the fourth Duke of Burgundie, whole eldeſt ſon Hew (dying 
before his father) leſt a daughter Foland Counteſs of Nevers, who 
claimed to ſucceed to her grard-farher Hew the fourth, notwith- 
ſtanding Robert ſecond ſon to the ſame Hew the fourth, was pre- 


ferred to her, and ſucceeded Duke of Burgundie: if then the ſecond 
ſon in feudal inheritance ſucceed before the eldeſt ſons daughter, 
far more ore the ne voy to ſueceed before the nicce. The right 


of ſucceſſion being thus made doubeful , the competitours were ſo 
powerful, that they drew the greateſt part of the Kingdom in two 
equal factions, ſo that it ſeemed impoſſible to ſetle the controverſie 
at home, without running into a moſt pernicious civil war. 

The States of Scotland tore vent this miſchief, thought it fitteſt 
to ſubmit the arbitrement of the pleato Edward the firſt, ſurnamed 
Long ſhanks, King of England; and that upon diverſe weighty rez- 
ſons : for he and his father King Henry the third being joined by 
many alliances of bands and friengſhip to the two laſt Kings of 
Scotland, had lived in great amity and concord withthem , recei- 
ving and interchanging many favours and kind duties. The two 
competitours alſo Bruce and Baliol, had as great lands in England as 
in Scotland, ſo that he (and he only) was able to make them to 
ſtand to teaſon. Finally, the States of Scotland not being able to 
determine the plea, there was no Prince beſide more powerful, aud 
in appearance more like to compoſe the controverſie without great 
blqod-ſhed-+ This motion was ig ſeqet very greedily _— 
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King Edward , haping in fo troubleſome water to find a gainful 
iſhing, either by drawing the Kingdome of Scotland under his di- 
ect ſubjection, or at leaſt under his homage , as Lord Paramont 
nd Superiour 3 conſidering the difficulty to determine the que- 
ſtion at home, and the intereſt he had in both the parties, being 
for a great part of their Eſtats) his vaſſals and ſubjects; his great 
power alſo, having (beſide Ireland) a great part of France under his 
dominion , and the Low- Countries his aſſuted confederats , gave 
him great encouragement 3 neither wanted he great friendſhip in 
Scotland, having at that time many of the greateſt Noble-men in 
Scotland vaſſals and feodaries to himſelf for many lands which they 
held in England; partly for great ſervices done to himſelf and his 
father, partly lying within Northumberland, and the border Shyres 
then holden by the Scots in fee of England; partly alſo by inter- 
change of marriages and ſucce ſſions betwixt the two Nations, 
which for a, long time had lived in perſect amity, as if it had been 
one Kingdom, And to make the controverfie more fearful , he 
ſtirred up eight other competĩtours, beſide Bruce and Balzol , Flo- 


rence Earl of Holland ( deſcended of Ada, faſter to William the 


Lyon) Patrick Dumbar Earl of March, fir Walter Roſs. fir Nicolas 
Seules , fir Roger Mondevile, fir ohn Cumine of Badcnach ( theſe = 
five were deſcended of younger daughters of Alan Lord of Gallo- 
way) fir William Veſcie, begotten upon King Alexander the ſecond 
his baſtard daughter, but pretended to be reabled , and John Ha- 
Rings Lord Abergeveny , deſcended oſ Ada youngeſt daughter to 
Prince David of Huntintown, 5 
Having thus prepared matters, he came to Barwick, and met 
with the States of Scotland, to whom he promiſed to decide the 
controverſie according to equity; which that it might ſeem more 
likely , he had brought from France ſundry of the moſt famoys 
Lawyers of that age: He chooſed alſo out of the States of Scotland, 
aſſembled twelve of the wiſeſt and moſt honcurable , to whom he 
joyned the like number of Engliſh , as Aſſe flours to him in this ar- 
bitrement. At this meeting, by the doubtſul anſwer of the Lau- 
yers, and number of new pretendents z he made the matter mere 
difficult, and appointed a new convention at Norham in the bor- 
ders the year following, E P + 3 
Difficulties thus increaſing, and the Ear| of Holland having un 
(opt a great army to take the Crown of Scotland by force ( N

And firſt dealt ſeeretly with Robert Bruce, promiſing to decern i 
his favour, if he would take the Crown of Scotland holden of hin 
and do him homage for it. But he ſtoutly refuled to ſubjeR a fre 
Nation to any over- Lord; whereupon King Edward tal led fo 
Fobn Bulliol, who knew ing that he was not ſo much favoured of th

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States of Scotland, eaſily condeſcended to King Edwards deſie 


and be ing by him declared K ing of Scotland, the States deſirousd 
peace, conveyed him to Scoon, where he was crowned, anno 1291, 
and all, excebt Bruce, [wore to him obedience ; ſhortly thereafe: 
Duncan Mackdaff Earl of Fyſe, was killed by the Lord Abeyneth 
(a man of great power in thoſe times, allyed both with the Cumin 
and Baljol:) the Es brother finding the King partial in admini- 
ſtrat ion of Juſtice , ſummoned him to compear before the King d 
England in Parliament ; where he being preſent, and ſitting befide 
King Edwird (after he had done him homage) when he was calle 

upon, thought to anſwer by a Procutor: but he was forced to riſe, 
and ſtand ar the Bar, This indignity grieving him greatly,he'reſol- 

ved to free himſelf of this bondage. At rhe ſame time war breaking 
out betwixt England and France, King Edward lent Ambaſſadors 
to the Parliament of Scotland, to fend ayde to him, as now being 

their over- Lord. There came alfo other Ambaſſadours from 
France, defiring the ancient League to be renewed. The King and 
States of Scotland renewed the League wih France, which had re 
mained unviolably kept for the ſpace of five hundrerh years be fore. 
The King of Englands ſute was rejected, becauſe the pretended 
furrender and homage was made by John Balrol privatly, without 
conſent of the Parliament. A marriage alſo was concluded betwixt 


Prince Edward Baliol, and a daughter of Charles Earl of Palo, 
brother to the French King Philip. Edward having fore-ſeen all 
theſe things, had drawn Robert Bruce Earl of Carrie, with his 


friends, enemies to Baliol, and diverſe noble- mem of Scotland, who 


held lands of him in England, to bring ſuch ſorees as they could

Balzsl rendred 
imſelfro-King Edwerd at Atonirgſe , aud was ſent by ſea inte Eu- 
gland, where he remained. captive, till ſuch time as hy interceſſian 
eſie ofthe Pope he was ſer at liberty, (wearing and giving hoſtages ne- 
ous over to return into Scotland, King Edward came to Scuon, and took 
29 upon him the Crown of Scotland, as ſorfe ited by the rebellion of 
eat:r WY his homager Baliol. He ſent for the Nobles cf Scotland who re- 
mi mained, that they with fuch as were his captives, might ſwear bo- 
min mage to him, as to their leige Lord and King. Theſe who refuſed, 
dini. were detained priſoners.

(2 But while men of power neglected the publik cauſe of the liberty 
e. of Scotland, William Wallace, a youth of honourable birth, bein 
ed WY ſon to Malcome Wallace of Eller ſlie, but of mean powers having fi 
ut WF in private killed many Engliſhmen of the gariſons as be could over- 
r take them; by theſe exploits became ſo encouraged, being a man of 
„ MW invincible hardineſs, incredible ſtrength of body, and withall very 
l vie and circumſpect, that he gathered his friends and ne ighbours, 
end by jeopardies and ſtratagems, diverſe times cut off great num- 
bers ef the enemies. The report thereof drew to bim ſuch as afle= 


Red the liberty and welfare of their Countrey, and had courage te

Little, Robert Rutherford , Thomas Haliday, John Tinto, Walter 
Newbig ging, Jardan Barde, Guthrie, Adam Currie, New Dundaf, 
Jon Scot, Steven Ireland, Maſter Jobn Blair, Miſter Thomas Gray, i 
and other Gentlemen, with their friends and ſervants ; who (after iſs 
ſome valiant exploics happily atchieved, and an army of ten thou- 
land men led by Thom 45 Earl of Lancaſter, to aſſiſt the Earl of 
Warren, defeat by Wallace at Bigger) holding an Aſſembly at the 
Foreſt Kirk+chooled Wallace to be Warden of Scotland, and Vice- 
" Roy in Baliols abſence. In which Office he ſo valiantly behaved 
Himſelf, that in a ſhore ſpace he recovered all the ſtrengths on the 
borders, and brought the South parts of Scotland to good quyet. 
The Engliſh fearing the loſs of all, ſubtilly took truce with 
Wallace for one year; beginning in Februtry. In Jane following 
they proelaimed a Juſtice-Air to be holden at Glaſgow and Aire 
the eighteenth of that moneth , thinking to entrap Wallace, and all 
his ſciends, and under colour of law to cut them off at the day ap- 
pointed. All landed men, according to the cuſtom aſſembling to 
this Court, the Engliſhmen condemned them of feilony, and han- 
ged them preſently: amongſt the reſt Gr Reinald Crawſurd Sheriff 
ol Aire, Uncle to Wallace, fir Brive Blair, ſir Neil Montgomery, 
and many of the Barrons of Kyle, Cunningham, Carrick and Clid- 
diſdale. Theſe that eſcaped by flight advertiſed Wallace, vho chan- 
ced to come later nor the reſt. He aſſembling ſuch of the Countrey, 
as deteſting ſo horrible a fact, extreamly hated the authors thereof, 
in the beginning of the night ſecretly entred into A ire, ſev fire into

uſe, and made it ſure, The next morning Wallace came to Glaſ- 
ww, where the Lord Henry Perſie had retired from Aire the day 

fore, whom he expulſed thence with great ſlaughter. This victo- 
yhe ſo hotly perſued, that immediatly thereafter he took the Ca- 
Nie of Striviling , recovered Argyle and Lorn, with the town of 

Saine Fohnſboun , and the Countrey about; thence he travailed 
hrough Angus and Merns, taking in all the ſtrengths untill he 
ame to Aberdone, which he found forſaken of the Engliſh , who 


1. Nnad fled by (ea, with the Lord Henry Bewmount, an Engliſh Lord, 


ho had married one of the heretrix of the Barldome of Buchan, 
named Cumine. Thus all the North Countrey was reduced to the 
obedience of Wallace, except the Caſtle of Dandie. WhileWallace 
ay at the ſiedge hereof , news came of the approach of the Engliſh 
army, led by John Earl of Warren and Surry, and fir Hew Creſſin- 
glam, with a great number of Northumberland men, and ſuch of 
he Scots as held with England , to the number of thirty thouſand, 

allace having with him ten thouſand men hatdned in arms, met 
them beſide Striviling on the North ſide of Forth , which having 
no ſoords at that place, was paſſible only by a wooden bridge. This 
palace of purpoſe had cauſed to be weakned , ſo that the one half 
of the Hoſt being paſt, led by Creſſingbam, the bridge broke with 
the great weight of their baggage. Fhele who were come over, 
VVJllace charged ſuddenly before they were put in order, and cut 
the moſt part of them in pieces wich their Leader Creſſingham: 
he reſt ſeeking to eſcape , drowned in the water. The Earl of 
V/arren with choſe who eſcaped, was aſſailed by Earl Malcome 
Lennox, Captain of Striviling Caſtle , and being hotly perſued by 
Lallace, hardly eſcaped himlelf, flying inte Dumbar, a Caſtle then 
belonging to Patrick Earl of March. In this: battel feughten the 
I;. of September 1297. there perifhed no Scots-men of remark, but 
Andrew Murray of Bothwel. The Engliſh gariſons hearing of this 
diſcomfiture, fled from all placæs, ſo that before the laſt of Septem- 
ber, all the ſtrengths of Scotland was recovered, except Berwick. 
and Roxburgh. : 

Aſter thele viRories, MVallace held a Parliament in Saint John- 

0un, as Warden of Scotland, and ſetled the whole Countrey, eau- 
fing the Nobility to (wear to be faithful to the State, till ſuch time 
as they might condeſcend who ſhould be King: Earl Pærick Dum- | 
ber refuling to acknowledge che auchoriry of this Parliomon: Po 
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chaſed out of Scotland: and becauſe the years by paſt the grounliſ 
had not been manured, and great famine threatned the land, Y#u 
Lace aſſembled a grent Hoſt and centred in England , where ber, 
mained all the Winter, and the Spring following; living upon th 
enemies, and enriching his ſouldiers by their ſpoil : During whidf 
time the Engliſh durſt never encounter him in open field: oneh 
at his firſt entry, King Edward with a great army of raw (ouldienÞÞ 
came againſt him in the plain of Stan-mure : but peiceiving th 
diſcipline and hardy teſolution of VVallace Hoſt , before the y cam 
nearer then half a myle, drew back his army, and retired ; YYallay 
for fear ef ambuſh, keeped his ſouldiers in order, and petſued then 
not. Thus King Edward leſt his Country tothe mercy of a pio 
voked enemy , and notwithſtanding that he promiſed barrel, 3e 
keeped himſelf cloſe, till a peace was concluded for five years, Bu. 
wick and Roxburgh being rendred to the Scots. . 
Scotland thus enjeyinę perfite liberty /Vallace be ing earneſt 
requeſted by the French King; to the end that his ſpecial Capra 


might be kept in militaty exerciſe during the peace, ſailed over innſii 


France, with fifty valiant men in his company. He was encouni 
red on the way by Thomas of Charters (commonly called Thom 
of Longovile) who with fixteen ſail infeſted the ſeas: but boordin 
PVallace ſhip, he was taken by him, and thereafter fought moſt vr 
liandy under him and King Robert Bruce, for the liberty of dcn 
tand. Vallace after his land ing in France, was imployed in m 
againſt the Engliſh , who at that time poſſeſſed the Dutchie d 
Guyen and Bourdcaus: them he deſeat in ſundry skirmiſnes. Bu 
in few dayes he was called home by his friends in Scotland : fo! 
King Edwurd underſtanding V Vallact abſence, and pretend ing tin 
he had broken the Peace in Guyen, dealt with Robert Bruce Earle 
Carrih , and his friends, and with fuch Noble - men of Scotlani x 
held lands in England, ot envyed N allace glory, ſhowing that if 
was 2 ſhame for them to ſuffer Mallace, a mean Gentle - man, to 
rule Scotland; while any ofthe blood Royal did remain 3 fo promi 
ſing his aſſiſtance to Robert Bruce, he ſent a great army into Sco- 
land, and by the help of the Brucian faction and Engltzed Nobl: 
men, he eaſily obtained the greateſt ſtrengths of Scotland. Y/ Fall 
returned the next Summer, ſecretly amaſſing a number of his {| 

cal followers , who kad lurked till his back coming, on a ſudde! 
ſurp:ized Saint JohnſFoun by a ſtratgem: end perſuing his _ 4 
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ately, chaſed the Engliſh out ef Fy fe. Upon the report hereof, all 
e teſt of his followers came from their lurking holes, by whoſe _ 
ſſiſtance he recovered diverſe ſtrengths. The Lord William 
Jowglas took the Caſtle of Sanquhar by a ſtratagem, and finding 
he Engliſh Captains of the neareſt garifons to come to/beſirdge 
jim, be lent ſecretly to Mallace, who coming with his power, not 
nly raiſed the ſiedge, but chaſed alſo the whole Engliſh gat iſons 
ut of thoſe quarters, From thence he came to the North parts, 
hich he recovered with ſmal difficulty, except the ſtrong Caſtle 
ff Dunde, to which he laid a ſiedge. | 
The King of England grieved at this fortunate ſucceſs of Mal- 
ze, and underſtand ing that he was highly envyed by the Earl of 
March , the Cumines (the greateſt ſurname then in Scotland) and 
livers ancient Noble-men (to whoſe honour Wallace renown lee 
med toderogate) he ſtirred up Robert Bruceelder, and hisfaQtion, 
perſwad ing them that VVallace was Bruces only Competitour for 
the Crown. Having ſo made a ſtrong party for himſelf in Scotland, 
the next ſpring he came with an army of fourty thouſand men Scots 


And Engliſh to the Fawkirk , ſix myles beneath Striviling. The 


Scots army was very great, being thirty thouſand Rrong, if-rhev had 
been all of one minde. For John Cumine Lord of Cumbernald 
(who had an eye to the Crown) had perſwaded the Lord John Ste- 
ward of Byte , being Tutour and Grand-father by the mother to 
the children of the Lord James Stewart of Ranfrow , lately decen- 
ed, to contend with PFallace for the leading ofthe vanguard , al- 
lexdging the ſame belonged to the Lord Stewarts houſe by ancient 
priviledge. VVallacerefuſing this, they parted one frem another in 
an high chaff, there remaining wich 7Yallace no more but ten 
thouſand of his old fouldiers, Cumine with ten thouſand of his fol- 
lowers, after a ſmal ſhow of reſiſtance, fled treaſonsbly, leaving the 
Valiant Stewart incloſedby two bartels of the Engliſh, by whom 
(after he had foughten valiantly for a long time ) he was cut off 


 Withall his follewers. PPallace wich his bartel defended themſelves. 


valiamly, until they were ſafely retired beyond the river of Carron, 
loſing ( befide ſome others) the noble fir John Graham, the moſt 


raliant worthy of Scotland next unto PVallace. Bruce whom the 


King of England had brought with all his friends to the field, pre- 


ending to affiſt him for recovery of his tight from the uſurpet 


"Vallgce , perceiving YPallace on the other fide of Carron, defired 
| ts 
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to ſpeak with him, to whom he upbraided ſo fooliſh an uſurpatinlþ 
of the Kingdom of 8c0:land, againſt ſo powerful a faction at hom 
aſſiſted by ſo mighty a King abroad. I, anſwered Mallace, inten 
ded never to reign in Scotland: but finding my native Country 
abandoned by you and Baliol, who have the right to the Crom 
have ſer my ſelf to defend my triends and neighbours from the u 
Juſt tyranny and uſurpation of che King of England, who ſette 
you forth moſt unnaturally to tear the bowels of your mother wit 


= yourown hands. Afcer diverſe ſpeeches to this purpoſe , the Nu 


perceiving the fraudful and ryrannous dealing of King Eda 
returned to the Hoſt. The next morning Wallace underſtandin 
that the Engliſh army weakly entrenched , and in great ſecurity, 
amiſſing with his own army ſuch as had eſcaped, ſer upon them ii 
the dawning before they could be arrayed , and killed many 3 h 
that the Engliſh King returned at that time without any further; 
exploit. Bruce remembring what he heard of Wallace,defired Kin 
Edward, according to his former promiſes, to put him in poſſeſiin 
of ſo much of the Kingdom of Scotland as then was under hi 
power: to whom he anſwered in the French tongue: Have we 1 
more ado but conquere Kingdoms | you?

But he found him as great an enemy as be 
had been to Wallace. For after ſeven moneths truce, obtained i 
means of the French King, Edward (ent fir Ralph Gonfray with:

they expected ſhonld be eaſie, Wallace being now out of the va

King-Edward lore incenſed by this evil ſucceſs , ſent for Robert 
ruce younger, out of Calais, whom he periwaued that he had for a 
ng time againſt PVallace defended his fathers right to the Crown 
f $cotland : that having pur Wallace out of the way, he found the 
umins as great ene mies: notwithſtanding he intended yet once 
hore to put that enemy out of the way, and ſo ſettle him in his 
ingdem.

Kingdomy and with fear of utter undoing, that he joy ned him 
and his friends to the Engliſh 3 who by this acceſſion, eaſily paſk 
forward with the courſe of victory, as far as the outmoſt bounds:

had ftedd with Wallace before. With this company he paſt to 


Scoon, and took upon him the Crown of Scotland in April 1306. 
After this he gathered an army, mind ing to beſiedge Saint Jobn- 
ſtoun: but finding his power too weak, he reticed to Methwen, 
where he was une xpectedly aſſaulted, and diſcomfited by fir Aymer 
de Valence, but with ſmal loſs of men, except ſome who were taken; 
as Randal, Barclay, Fraſer , Inchmartine , Somervale, and fir Hen 
May, who were conſtrained to ſwear homage to King Edward: 
The commons diſcouraged with this hard ſucceſs, fearing the Ex · 
gliſh, ſorſook the new King; who had a ſew company of Gentle- 


men about him, with whom he travelled towards Argyle, mea 


ning to lurk for a time with his brother in law ſir Neil Campbel. 


But he was encountred by the way by John of Lorn, coufin to Jobs ei 


Cumine, and conſtrained toflee, albeit with [mal ſlaughter of his 
own folks. After this ſecond diſcemfiture ,. he ſent his Queen 
(being daughter toGratney Earl of Mar) with his brother fin Neil 
Bruce, and Jahn Eatl of Athole , to the Caſtle of Kildyimmy in 
Mar. The King of England ſent his ſon Prince Edward with 4

Where he lurked all the winter, every maneſteeming him to be 
ad. The next ſpring he landed quietly in Carrick, and on 2 
Jaden intercepted his own Calle of Turnbery, the Lord Perſie 
Ving home out of it, into his own Countrey. Sir James Dowglas 
Meparting thence ſecretly, came into Dowglas- dale, and by means 
Themas Dickſon, an old ſervant of bis father g he recovered his 
rn Caſtle of Dowglas,and caſt it down, once and again: Therefore - 
Me returned to King Robert ro Cumnok ſhowing him that Aymer de 
dence, and Jobn of Lorn, with an army were coming againſt him. 
be King with five hundreth valiant men keeped themſelves in a 
Wrong place, ay waiting while fir Aymer ſhould invade ; but took 
Jo heed to John of Lorn, who fetching a compals, ſer upon his 
ck with eight hundreth High-land men, and bad well nigh en- 
loſed him about. The King perceiving the danger, divided hig 
en in three; and appointing where they ſhould meet at night, 
d three ſundry wayes. Fohn of Lora having a flouth-hound, 
urſued ſtill aſter the King, vvho putting away all that vvere in 
is company, ſave one man, fled into the next vvood, and vvith 
eat difficulty eſcaped the ſlouth- hound. Sir Aymer diſappointed 
{ this entrepriſe , ſhortly thereafter wich fifteen hundreth choſen 
en, very nigh ſurprized the King in Glentrole wood: but the Ki 
rich his men taking courage fo reſolutely, defended the place, 
ing very ſtrong, and killed divers of the firſt vvho aſſaulted 
em, that the reſt fled back.

King Robert after this paſt into the North, leaving fir Jana

the Engliſh out of Dowglas-dale , Atrick foreſt , and Jedburghls 


reſt , and took ſir Thomas Randal , the Kings ſiſter ſon (ho half 


followed the Engliſh ever ſince his captivity ) and fir Alexandt 
Stewart of Bonkle. Sir Alexander and Simon Fraſer meeting Kiny 
Robert in the North, ſhowed him how John Cumine Earl of Bu 
chan, David Lord Brechin, fir John Moubray, and the reſt of the 
Guminian faction, were gathering an army againſt him, Mex 
while by the aſſiſtance of his friends in theſe quarters, on a ſudde! 
he ſurprized the Caſtle of Innerneſs ; the fame of which vidto 
cauſed many other ſtrengehs to yeeld, all which he overthrew, and 
reatly increaſed the number of his friends. In his returning, u 
King fickneſs at Innerury , Cumine ſet upon him. The King; aſis 
his friends had for a time defended him, convaleſcing ſomewha 
went out to the field 4 and ſo hardly aſſaulted his enemy at ol 
Acldrom , that albeit their number was far greater, yet they todt 
the fligbt. With the like ſucceſs he ſet upon the King in Glereſ 
in Angus, where being ſnameſully put to flight, he fled into Er

paſt inte Lorn,the Lord whereof had embuſhed two thouſand me 
en the fade of an high Reep hill, where the King bohoved * | 
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des favour, and made Earl of Murray, that having be ſiedged the

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horow a narrow paſſage : But fir ꝓames Dowglas, with fir Alexan- 
der Fraſer, and fir Andrew Gray, climbing the hill, came ſuddenly 
on their backs, and put them to flight. John of Lorn fled into Ex- 
gland by ſea: his father Lord Alexander Macdugal yeelded him- 


elf, and the Caſtle of Punſtaffage to the King. 

By this means all on tbe North fide of Forth was reduced to 
obedience : fir Edward his brother in the mean time, with long 
and hard fighting, had conquered Galloway. James Dowglas by a 
ſtratagem lurprized the ſtrong Caſtle of Roxburgh on the Faſtens- 
even, while all the gariſon (after the cuſtome of the time) were 
eaſting and playing the ryot. The report whereof ſ& Whetred the 
courage of the valiant Thomas Randal , newly reſtored to his Un- 


Caſtle of Edinburgh for ſome moneths, he ſer himſelf by all means 


through the rock diſcovered to him: by which he and ſundry tour 
Gentle men, fecretly paſſed up, and ſcaling the wall, after long 
and dangerous fighting , made themſelves maſters of the place. 
The gariſons of Rugline, Lanerick , Dumfries, Aire, Dundie and 
Bite, hearing this, yeelded up theſe Caſtles, which were all ra- 
zed. The Yle of Man alſo returned to the obedience of the Crown 
ef Scotland. Sir Edward Bruce having be ſiedged Striviling Ca- 
ile three moneths, agreed with the Captain fir Philip Moubray, 
that if the King of England did not reſcue him within twelve mo- 
neths thereafter , the Caſtle ſhould be yeelded to King Robert. 
Albeit this ſeemed a raſh provocation of io mighty a King Edward 
the ſecond (who ſome ſeven years before, had ſucceeded his father 
Edward Long ſhanks, but far degenerat from his valour ) having 
not only England and Ireland, and many Englized Scots, with the 
Dutchie of Guyen , Bourdeaus, and other parts of France ubje ct 
unto bim, but alſo the Low-countreys ſtrictly confederat with 
him: Yet King Robert prepared himſelf to encounter him in the 
belds, and gathered ſome five and thirty thouſand men, few, but 
valiant. The King of England had above an hundreth thouſand 
foot, and ten thouſand horſe : with which multitude, intending to 
deftroy the whole inhabitants of Scotland, and to divide the land 
to his followers , he came to Bannok-burn ( ſome two myles be- 
neath Striviling) where on the twenty-one of June 1314. he was 
encountred by the Scots, and after long and hard fighting, his

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2 army put to rout: himſelf with a ſmal company flee ing ino 
umbar, was ſent by the Earl into England in a fiſher boat; lea. 
Ving two hundreth Noble- men and Gentle- men killed by the 
Scats, ang as many taken. The number of the commons ſlain ani 
taken, was incredible. Of Scots was {lain two Gentle- men off 
note, fir Williau Wepont, and fir Walter Roſs, with four thouſand 
common ſculdiers. 
Aſtor this victory, Strigiling being yeelded , and Dumbartut 
gotten by compoſition, the Earl of March , the Lerd Soules, and 
Abernethy, and others of the Cumins allyes, were reconciled tothe 
King ; who paſt into the Yles, and brought them to obedience, 
taking John of Lorn captive , who dyed in prilon in Lochlcvin, 
Thus Scotland was fred of the bondage of England, except Bur- 
wich, which was recovered four years thereatter 13 18. and the 
Scozs making diverſe incurſions into England , under the leading 
of Earl Thomas Raxdal, and James Lord Dowglas , required the
